(67) Apparatus for monitoring the re- 
spiration of subjects, particularly hos- 
pital patients or Infants, includes en 
inductive coll of Insulated wire 
mounted on elasticated tape 1 2, the 
tape being sewn or threaded In chan- 
nels 13 oh a garment 14 as a single 
length in alternating rows, arranged so 
that in use the coil comprises a plurality 
of turns encircling the body, each turn 
being wound In the opposite sense to 


the preceding turn, and the garment 
may be opened completely without 
breaking any electrical connections. 
The coil may form an inductive element 
in a variable frequency oscillator, fre- 
quency changes in which can be pro- 
cessed electronically to provide con- 
tinuous information of the respiratory 
parameters. In an embodiment particu- 
larly suitable for use with Infants, the 
coil may form a radiative element In a 
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
